1. Claims 1-4, 6-41, 140, 141 and 143 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent 6,468,506 to Rossling et al. in view of U.S. Patent 5,885,216 to 
Evans, III et al. and further in view of U.S. Patent 6,231,513 to Daum et al. or International 
Publication WO96/40282 to Quay et al; and 

2. Claim 40 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention.
